The application contains claims 8-14. 

Claim 12 has been amended to depend on claim 8 and now further defines the 
armature recited in claim 8. Claims 8-10 contain product-by-process limitations. 
However, the claims are drawn to an armature, not to a method of making an armature. 

In view of this amendment, the restriction requirement is no longer applicable to 
claims 8-14. However, to ensure that this response is complete, applicant elects the 
claims drawn to the armature defined in claims 8-14.
